1 . Applicant argues: "...nothing in Peeters et al. would have led one of ordinary skill in the art to believe that the particular composition 
disclosed in JP 03-100561 would be more suitable for use in the invention disclosed therein than the man, many thousands of other toner 
compositions disclosed by the prior art." This argument is not persuasive. The question is whether there is something in the prior art as a 
whole to suggest the desirablilty - and thus the obviousness - of making the combination, not whether there is something in the prior art as 
a whole to suggest that the combination is the most desirable combination available. Thus, a finding that the prior art as a whole suggests 
the desirability of a particular combination need not be supported by a finding that the prior art suggests that the combination is the 
preferred, or most desirable combination. In re Fulton et al., 04-1267 (CAFC 2004). Further it is noted that the end use recognized in 
both references is that of marking a substrate with a toner. 

2. With respect to the "emulsion polymerization process," there is no explicit definition in the instant specification that limits the term as 
defined by applicant at page 13 of the remarks. 

3. With respect to the term "high polymer," please note that there is overlap between the conventional definition of "high polymer" (and, 
consequently, that of the JP reference) and applicant's polymer in the area of "about 100 repeat units." Consequently, the two definitions 
are not mutually exclusive, as asserted by applicant, by virtue of the phrase "about."
